Scheme  to  control  and  regulate  the  Trans¬ 
portation  and  Marketing  of  Halibut  in 
British  Columbia. 

1.  This  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “British 
Columbia  Halibut  Marketing  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme  and  in  all  orders  made 
under  it,  unless  the  context  indicates  other¬ 
wise: — 

(a.)  “Act”  means  the  “Natural  Products 
Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act,” 
chapter  38  of  the  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1934,  and  amendments 
thereto : 

(b.)  “  Board,”  except  where  immediately  pre¬ 
ceded  by  the  word  “  Provincial,”  means 
the  “  Halibut  Marketing  Board  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  ”  authorized  to  administer 
this  scheme: 

(c.)  “  Captain  ”  means  a  person  operating  a 
Canadian  vessel  used  in  the  catching  of 
halibut  for  sale: 

( d .)  “Marketing”  and  other  words  of  like 
import  mean  selling  by  a  producer  and 
buying  from  a  producer,  and  includes 
offering  for  sale  and  offering  to  buy: 
(e.)  “  Person  ”  includes  any  partnership  or 
corporation : 

(/.)  “  Producer  ”  means  a  person  engaged  in 
the  catching  of  halibut  for  sale,  and  in¬ 
cludes  a  captain: 
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( g .)  “Provincial  Board”  means  the  Board 
constituted  under  section  3  of  the  Act: 
(h.)  “Registered  producer”  means  a  pro¬ 
ducer  registered  under  this  scheme: 

(i.)  “Regulated  product”  means  halibut  of 
every  kind,  size  and  grade  caught  by 
residents  of  British  Columbia  operating 
from  boats  of  Canadian  registry: 

(j.)  “  Trip  ”  means  a  voyage  of  a  fishing- 
vessel  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  hali¬ 
but,  and  commences  when  the  vessel 
departs  for  the  fishing-ground  and  con¬ 
cludes  .when  the  vessel  arrives  in  port 
for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  its 
catch : 

(k.)  “  Vehicle  ”  includes  any  motor-vehicle, 
wagon,  railway-car,  ship,  boat,  or  other 
thing  in  which  the  regulated  product 
can  be  transported. 

3.  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is  used 
throughout  this  scheme,  the  same  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  meaning  or  including  the  feminine  or 
plural  if  the  context  so  requires. 

Purpose  and  Application. 

4.  The  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  to  provide  for 
the  control  and  regulation,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Provincial  Board,  of  the  trans¬ 
portation  and  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  within  the  Province,  including  the 
registration  and  licensing  of  producers,  the 
determination  of  the  quantity  of  the  regulated 
product  that  shall  be  transported  or  marketed 
by  any  person:  Provided  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  deemed  to  limit  the  total 
catch  of  halibut  permitted  under  the  regulations 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Halibut  Treaty. 

5.  The  scheme  shall  apply  to  every  person 
who  transports  or  markets  the  regulated 
product. 

Name  and  Constitution  of  the  Board. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Board  named  the  Halibut 
Marketing  Board  of  British  Columbia,  which 
shall  have  authority  to  administer  the  scheme 
and  exercise  the  powers  herein  set  out.  The 
said  Board  shall  consist  of:- — 

(a.)  One  captain  elected  annually  by  the 
captains  fishing  out  of  Vancouver: 

( b .)  One  registered  producer,  other  than  a 
captain,  elected  by  the  registered  pro¬ 
ducers,  other  than  captains,  fishing  out 
of  Vancouver: 

(c.)  One  captain  elected  annually  by  the 
captains  fishing  out  of  Prince  Runert: 
(d.)  One  registered  producer,  other  than  a 
captain,  elected  annually  by  the  regis¬ 
tered  producers,  other  than  captains, 
fishing  out  of  Prince  Rupert: 

( e .)  One  person,  who  shall  be  Chairman, 
chosen  annually  by  the  two  members 
elected  as  provided  in  (c)  and  (d) .  If 
the  two  said  members  fail  to  name  the 
Chairman  within  two  weeks  after  thev 
are  elected,  the  Provincial  Board  shall 
have  authority  to  appoint  the  Chairman. 

7.  Each  of  the  several  groups  referred  to  in 
subclauses  (a),  (b) ,  (c) ,  and  (d)  of  the  next 
preceding  clause  shall  have  authority  to  elect  a 
deputy  member  to  act  in  the  place  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  elected  by  that  group  whenever  that  mem¬ 
ber  is  not  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 
Every  such  deputy  member  when  acting  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  shall  have  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  but  he 
shall  not  act  as  a  member  of  the  Board  when 
the  member  in  whose  place  the  deputy  member 
is  elected  to  act  is  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

8.  (1.)  For  the  period  ending  with  December 
31st,  1937,  the  following  shall  comprise  the 
Board:  Simon  Donald  Macdonald,  Chairman; 
Ole  Stegavig,  member;  Einar  Larsen,  member; 
Merrill  Sollows,  deputy  for  Ole  Stegavig; 
George  Anderson,  deputy  for  Einar  Larsen; 
together  with  a  member  to  be  elected  by  the 
captains  fishing  out  of  Vancouver,  a  deputy  for 
the  member  so  elected,  a  member  to  be  elected 


by  the  producers,  other  than  captains,  fishing 
out  of  Vancouver,  and  a  deputy  for  the  said 
last-mentioned  member. 

(2.)  The  said  Merrill  Sollows  shall  act  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  only  when  the  said  Ole 
Stegavig  is  not  present;  the  said  George  Ander¬ 
son  shall  act  as  a  member  of  the  Board  only 
when  the  said  Einar  Larsen  is  not  present;  and 
:  the  other  deputy  members  to  be  elected  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  subclause  (1)  shall  act  as  members  of 
the  Board  respectively  only  when  the  respective 
members,  whose  deputies  they  are  are  not 
j  present. 

9.  (1.)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  8  and 
except  as  to  members  and  deputy  members 
elected  to  fill  vacancies,  the  term  of  office  of  the 
Chairman,  members,  and  deputy  members  of 
the  Board  shall  be  the  calendar  year  following 
their  election. 

(2.)  The  Board  shall  have  charge  of  all  elec¬ 
tions  and  shall  make  all  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  in  respect  thereof,  subject  to  the  follow¬ 
ing: — 

(a.)  The  annual  election  of  members  and 
deputy  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  in  December: 

( b .)  Every  nomination  of  a  candidate  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least 
two  registered  producers  and  accepted 
in  writing  by  the  nominee: 

(c.)  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot : 

(d.)  For  the  purposes  of  voting,  only  such 
registered  producers  as  have  made  at 
least  five  trips  in  the  preceding  season 
shall  have  a  vote,  and  no  registered  pro¬ 
ducer  shall  have  more  than  one  vote. 

(3.)  Failure  to  elect  a  member  or  members  or 
deputy  member  or  deputy  members  shall  not 
prevent  a  quorum  of  the  Board  from  conducting 
the  business  of  the  Board. 

10.  In  case  any  member  or  deputy  member 
ceases  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  the 
group  that  elected  that  member  or  deputy  mem¬ 
ber  shall  have  authority  to  elect  another  mem¬ 
ber  or  deputy  member  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Powers  of  the  Board. 

11.  The  Board  shall  have  the  following 
powers  within  the  Province: — 

(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at  which 
the  regulated  product  shall  be  mar¬ 
keted;  to  determine  the  quantity  of  the 
regulated  product  that  shall  be  trans¬ 
ported  or  marketed  by  any  person  at 
any  time  or  during  any  period  of  time; 
and  to  prohibit  the  transportation  or 
marketing  of  any  of  the  regulated  prod¬ 
uct  of  any  grade,  quality,  or  class:

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.
